He wrote the 
Piay while the memory of the inmne 
German c ties of 1914 were still 
vivid before Even at that Mae- 
terlinck <¢ It very sparingly with the 
Germans. He was fat more lenient | 
than he should have been, but thet 


is probably accounted for by the fact 
that he himeelf never served in a 
vegiment of the line, 

The central figure tn the play ts 
Cyrille van Belle, the Burgomaster 
emonde, and a wealthy horti- 
| The Germans ocoupy his 
town, and a Boche officer is “pipped” 
in the head. The Huts must have 
a culprit, and if the gullty party 
jnot forthcoming, the (Burgomaster 
himself must yield his life on the altar 


of sacrifice. In the end the Burgo- 
master, who is in the twilight of his 
life, faces a firing party upder the 


orders of his son-in-law, 

This plny is a gripping drama all

‘was to convey the idea later on that 
it was he who killed the Germ&n li¢u- 
tenant. 

Martin Hervey as “The Burgomas- 
ter’ achieved a triumph that will long 
be a cherished memory to Edmonton 
theatre-goers.
